INQUISITIVE BUT FALLIBLE 
USING R ADIO-chcmical m e t h o d s of 
study ing fossils, 
a 
distinguished British 
g eolog ist thinks that primitive forms of life 
undoubtedly ex isted on earth two billion 
y ears ag o and perhaps three billion y ears 
ago. 


Some g eolog ists previously I 
mated that life mig ht have bee 
800 million y ears ago. But nom 
has supposed that the earth had 
sufficiently prior to that to sustain life. The 
new theory is that the ex terior of the earth 
was never molten and that life formed ear­ 
ly . Estimates of the ag e of the earth are 
as much as 5 billion y ears. 
This is interesting, but the fact is we live 
between two eternities. The one before we 
were born is almost as much a closed book 
as the one that will enfold us when we die. 
We have rocks and shards to study , and 
they are tang ible. But their meaning might 
be as completely misinterpreted as t h e 
studies that seek to penetrate the 
spirit 
world of the future. 
We live this life and are not too certain 
as to what is happening in it. Try ing to re­ 
construct the past or interpret the future is 
testimony of m a n ’s inquisitive spirit b u t 
not of the infallibility of his conclusions.

THE CHALLENGE the House Govern­ 
m ent Operations Committee has tossed to 
President Eisenhower over secrecy of ex ­ 
ecutive department activities stems from a 
letter the President sent to Defense Secre­ 
tary Wilson in 19 54. 
This letter told Wilson not to reveal cer­ 
tain conversations within the Defense D e­ 
partment in reg ard to the charg es that 
Senator 
McCarthy 
had 
made that the 
Arm y was dealing too easily with alleg ed 
communists. Most supporters of the ad­ 
ministration praised Ike’s decision not to 
reveal details about the talks within the 
ex ecutive department. 
It was only later that an alarm 
w a s 
sounded. A procession of minor g overn­ 
ment officials have used the 19 54 letter to 
Wilson as supporting their refusal to di­ 
vulg e any information they want to with­ 
hold from Congress. 
There is too much secrecy 
in g overn­ 
ment without permitting minor cog s in the 
administration to refuse to g ive out infor­ 
mation on such questionable g rounds. 


SMALL WORLD 
SCIENTISTS sometimes can be p r e t t y 
slow. For centuries every one has 
known 
that this is a small world and g e t t i n g 
smaller every day . Now the scientists have 
at last got their newest tape measures 
around the middle of thing s and discover 
that it’s true.

they had alway s supposed. There will no 
doubt be a chorus of I-told-y ou-sos. 
Now that travelers can span the conti­ 
nent from the Atlantic to the Pacific — or 
vice versa—between meals, a difference of 
a half mile in the circumference of t h e 
entire earth m ay not seem too important.

J apan, prior to World War II. was the 


principal industrial nation of Asia. That in­ 


dustry was based on the concept of the ex ­ 
port of manufactured g oods ex ceeding the 
cost of imports of raw materials and food­ 
stuffs which J apan lacked. 


During World War ll. J apan was defeat­ 
ed by the ability of the United States to 
cut off supplies and raw materials. J apan 
was, in fact, starved into defeat. 
It was the g enius of General 
Doug las 
MacArthur to recog nize that J apan should 
not be g iven 
a 
Carthaginian Peace 
but 
should rather be g iven every opportunity to 
rebuild itself on a peaceful basis. This, of 
course, encountered many difficulties. The 
J apanese Yen. for instance, before the war 
was worth 50 cents, American currency ; 
in a statistical statement I am now looking 
at 360 Yen is equivalent to one American 
dollar. 


Furthermore, the C om m unist Revolution 
in China has closed J apan’s m ost a dva n­ 
tag eous market. 
Even 
if trade treaties 
were arrang ed between J apan and R e d 
China, there is little hope that the trade 
can develop very favorably for J a p a n. 
Also, the markets of Southeast Asia have 
continued to be disturbed by war and revo­ 
lution. 


Nevertheless, J apan’s industry is b e ing 
rebuilt sharply and some Yen 47.000.000,000 
have come into J apan through f o r e ig n in­ 
vestors, the principal investor being Am er­ 
ican companies. There is also a consider­ 
able number of Swiss companies about the 
realistic ownership of which no one c a n 
tell, as Switzerland is one of the principal 
sanctuaries for obscure 
money 
in 
the 
world. 


It is possible to say from a study of the 
statistical data of foreign capital invest­ 
ment in J apan as of the end of 19 55, as is­ 
sued by The Foreig n Capital R esearch So- 
1 cietv of J apan, that that country is rapid­ 
ly moving back to its former position 
of 
industrialization. And in spite of Point IV 
and other devices, there is little to indicate 
that J apan will encounter any serious co m ­ 
petitors in E a s te rn Asia in the near future. 
It is not known‘what industrial develop­ 
ment has taken place in Red China, but as 
the Communists usually boast of their suc­ 
cesses, it can be reported that there have 
been few boasts iff that quarter. 
The problem, however, remains mar­ 
kets. For many y ears, the J apanese were 
able to g ain g reat economic advantag e by 
their ex port of silk, principals to the Unit­ 
ed States. However, silk is no long er a tre­ 
mendous item of commerce. Its beautiful 
place has been taken by tex tiles made out 
of chemicals which seem 
to increase in 
number constantly . American women, who 
enriched J apan by wearing silk stocking s, 
now wear ny lons. 


There m ay still be a market for J apan­ 
ese silks in the east of Asia, but they have 
to compete with a1! sorts of silk-like or silk- 
looking tex tiles from all over the word. It 
will take most unusual ing enuity on t h ? 
part of the J apanese to restore silk as an 
important item of international com m erce 
and it may not be worth the effort. 


J apanese mills have been successful in 
turning out cotton tex tiles. It needs to be 
noted that raw cotton has to be imported. 
Therefore the J apanese, to sell their man­ 
ufactured tex tiles, have to buy raw cotton 
at a low price and sell manufactured tex ­ 
tiles at a lower price than other competi­ 
tors. Cheapness of price can 
be J apan’s 
only advantag e.

undoubtedly existed on earth two billion 
years ago and perhaps three billion years 
ago. 


Some geologists previously have esti­ 
mated that life might have been present 
800 million years ago. But none hitherto 
has supposed that the earth had cooled off 
sufficiently prior to that to sustain life. The 
new theory is that the exterior of the earth 
w as never molten and that life formed ear­ 
ly. Estimates of the age of the earth are 
as much as 5 billion years. 
This is interesting, but the fact is we live 
between two eternities. The one before we 
were born is almost as much a closed book 
as the one that will enfold us when we die. 
We have rocks and shards to study, and 
they are tangible. But their meaning might 
be as completely misinterpreted as t h e 
studies that seek to penetrate the 
spirit 
world of the future. 


We live this life and are not too certain 
as to what is happening in it. Trying to re­ 
construct the past or interpret the future is t 
testimony of m an’s inquisitive spirit b u t 
not of the infallibility of his conclusions.

The mount­

He had to he. lf he couldn’t do 
a thing for himself, there was no 
one else to do it for him. 
The tradition that he can do 
anything he sets his mind to. all 
alone and by 
himself, 
is 
still 
bone-deep in the southern high­ 
lander, whose greatest pride is 
his rugged independence. 
Such a man is Roby M. Buch­ 
anan, the self-taught Tiffan> of 
the Hills. All alone and by him­ 
self he became the greatest jew­ 
el craftsm an of the Blue Ridg* 
Mountains. His gems are priz­ 
ed by collectors from New York 
City to India. 
During the sum m er about I .OOO 
visitors a month come 
to

road) to watch 
Roby cut 
and 
policy the gem rocks he bull­ 
dozes himself out of the hills, 
It is a m atter of complete in 
difference to Roby whether they 
buy or not. 
“ I just like to have ‘em come 
hern, and sit and ta^k while I 
work.” said he. 
Roby has no 
Iroufb* m arketing tilt 500 to 600 


rings, bracelets, pins and broo­ 
ches he makes each year, all 
done by hand. He isn’t interest­ 
ed in large-scale production. 
“ I’m not trying to run Tiffany 
or any body else out of busi­ 
ness,” he said. "What I do is dif 
fer^nt from what they do.’" 
Roby, whose keen blue eyes at 
51 outmatch the faded blue in hi* 
overalls, fell in love as a boy 
with 
“ the 
pretty 
rocks'’ 
he 
found. There are about 350 var­ 
ieties of stones and minerals rn 
the mountains. 
“ My 
father, 
and his 
fathter 
before him, was a mica m iner,” 
he said. 
“ Often 
they’d 
bring 
home pretty pebbles they found 
in the mines, and I 
loved 
to 
study them .’’ 
Roby finished only the eighth 
grade in school. At 15 he ran 
away and lived three J ears in 
the West. Then the memories of 
his native mountains called hun 
home to stay. 
He got a job in a grist mill. 
Time often hung heavy on his 
hands, and he 
began 
studying 
“ the pretty rocks” again—rough 
■ mall chunks of 
s a p p h i r e , 
moonstone, amethyst, ruby, aq­ 
uamarine, and 20 other kinds of 
gems. 


In his mind's eye he could see 
the imprisoned beauty glowing 
deep within the

stones, 
stones that had to be cut and 
patterned and polished 
to

Roby 
made up his mind he had to 
learn the art of doing this or life 
wouldn't be right for him.

He was paid $20 for the first 
gem he succeeded in cutting. To­ 
day he gets up to $2,300 for a 
brooch.
